In the Claims 



1. (currently amended) Transparent polyolefin, polyester or polyamide article having a thickness 
between 1 and 200500 ^im, which \£stabilizeaStaainst the effects of light, oxygen, heat and/or 
aggressive chemicals b y additi on of 0.005-0.30% by weight, based on the polyolefin, polyester or 
polyamide, of a'hydroxyphenyTti^ absorbe r and containing a stericallv hindered amine as 
further stabilizer. 



2. (currently amended) Transparent polyolefin article of claim 1 having a thickn oo o b o tw o on 1 and 
500 |um, which is stabi l iz e d against tho offocts of l ight, oxygon, h e at and agressivo oh e micals by 
addit i on of 0.005 - 0.30 % by woight, basod on tho polyolofin, of a hydroxyphonyl triaz i n e UV 
absorb e r . 

3. (original) Transparent polyolefin, polyester or polyamide article of claim 1 containing as further 
stabilizer a sterically hindered amine in an amount of 0.01-6% by weight the polyolefin, polyester or 
polyamide. 

4. (original) Transparent polyolefin, polyester or polyamide article of claim 3 wherein the weight ratio 
sterically hindered amine : hydroxyphenyl triazine UV absorber ranges from 2 : 1 to 20 :1. 

5. (original) Transparent polyolefin, polyester or polyamide article of claim 3 wherein the sterically 
hindered amine belongs to the class of hydroxylamine ethers. 

6. (original) Transparent polyolefin, polyester or polyamide article of claim 1 wherein the 
hydroxyphenyl triazine UV absorber conforms to the formula I

10. (original) Transparent polyolefin article of claim 1, wherein the polyolefin is polyethylene or 
polypropylene. 

11. (currently amended) Transparent polyolefin, polyester or polyamide article of claim 1 
additionally containing a further component selected from the group consisting of processing 
stabilizers, fillers, clarifiers, modifiers, acid scavengers, flame retardants and , e sp e c i al l y, further light 
stabilizers.
